REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITION 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. S 1.47(a) 



Sir: 

In connection with the captioned application, the undersigned Petitioners' 
representative respectfully requests reconsideration of the Decision Refusing Status 
Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) having the mailing date of December 30, 2004. 



Petitioners file concurrently herewith a petition to extend the period of response 
two (2) months from February 28, 2005 up to and including April 30, 2005. 



Petitioners state as follows: 



1 . A copy of the Decision Refusing Status Under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(a) dated 
December 30, 2004, of Petitioners' October 29, 2004, Petition is attached hereto 
as Exhibit 1 . Paragraphs 4 and 5 accurately summarize the facts of the filing of 
the captioned application, the obtaining of 9 of the 10 inventors signatures on the 
Declaration, as well as the attempts to contact the non-signing inventor, Jurek 
Cybuch, at his last known address. 

2. A copy of the Petition filed under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(a) is attached hereto as Exhibit 
2. 

3. The Decision (Exhibit 1), in the last paragraph on page 1 , sets forth the 
requirements for a grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a), and notes that the 
petition appended hereto as Exhibit B lacks items 1, 2 and 4. Petitioners 
respectfully disagree. 

4. Paragraphs 2-7 of Page 2 (Exhibit 1) discuss the "absence" of item 1 , preceding it 
with the statement "Rule 47 has no application to a deceased inventor. MPEP 
409.03(c)". However, Petitioners have never averred that Inventor Cybuch is 
deceased. Indeed, Petitioners are unsure as to whether the inventor has passed 
away or merely moved and remains unreachable. The only discussion of the 
possible death of Inventor Cybuch is presented in paragraph 8 of the Petition 



(Exhibit 2), wherein the new owner of the last known residence of Inventor 
Cybuch stated that he had moved prior to passing away. That information was 
presented in the Petition because it is contained within the affidavit of the Bailiff 
who went to the address in an attempt to contact Inventor Cybuch. However, 
Petitioners do not know whether this information is accurate and, indeed, only 
know that Inventor Cybuch moved from his last known residence without leaving 
a forwarding address. That he may have passed away is a possibility; however, 
Petitioners have not been able to substantiate this report. Accordingly, Petitioners 
respectfully assert that this should be retreated as a Petition under Rule 47, as 
there is no definitive evidence of a deceased inventor. 

5. Paragraphs 7 and 8 on page 2 of the attached Decision discuss item 2, and 

Petitioners respectfully submit that the Declaration is proper inasmuch as there is 
no evidence as to whether the non-signing inventor is deceased. Indeed, all 
Petitioners can say with any certainty is that the inventor has moved and has not 
left a forwarding address and cannot be located. Regarding item 4, the address 
listed on the Declaration is the one that the inventor used and is the address of his 
place of business. However, Petitioners also have the address of Inventor 
Cybuch' s last known residence and have attempted to contact him there as well. 
Petitioners respectfully submit that both last known addresses have been properly 
presented, one in the Declaration and the other in the Petition and Affidavit of the 
Bailiff attempting to contact him. 
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In summary, Petitioners respectfully request reversal of the denial of the Petition. 
Petitioners believe that they have presented all of the required information in the proper 
form in their Petition and respectfully request that it be granted. Petitioners surmise that 
the raising of the fact that the inventor may be deceased may have caused a 
misunderstanding on the part of the parties reviewing the Petition and hope that the 
information presented in this Petition for Reconsideration properly explains and that 
grant of the Petition can be achieved.

This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), filed October 29, 2004 (certificate of 
mailing date October 27, 2004). 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS 
from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1. 136(a) are permitted. 
Any response should be entitled "Request for Reconsideration of Petition Under 37 CFR 1 . 47(a)" 
and may include an oath or declaration executed by the inventor. Failure to respond will result 
in abandonment of the application. 

The above-identified application was filed on April 2, 2004 without an executed oath or 
declaration. Accordingly, on May 24, 2004, a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional 
Application" was mailed, requiring an executed oath or declaration and a surcharge for its late 
filing. 

In response, on October 29, 2004 (certificate of mailing date October 27, 2004), a petition for a 
four month extension of time and required fee, a declaration executed by 8 of 9 joint inventors, 
the surcharge, the petition fee, and the instant petition were filed. A statement from Bailiff Jim 
Marlow of the City of Niagara Falls in the Regional Municipality of Niagara, Ontario, Canada 
accompanies the petition. Mr. Marlow explains that when he attempted to deliver a package at the 
last known address of the non-signing inventor, Jurek Cybuch, that the current owner told him 
that Mr. Cybuch had died and that the previous owner, Ms. Kateryna Turczyn, had sold the house 
and moved to Europe. 

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) requires 

(1) a petition including proof of the pertinent facts establishing that the joint 
inventor(s)/legal representative refuses to join, or cannot be found or reached after 
diligent effort, 

(2) a proper oath or Declaration executed by the available joint inventor(s), 

(3) the fee of $130 as specified in 37 CFR .§ 1.17(h), and 

(4) the last known address of the omitted inventor(s)/legal representative. 
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This petition lacks item (1), (2), and (4) above. 

As to item (1), Rule 47 has no application to a deceased inventor. MPEP 409.03(c) However, 
Rule 47 does apply where a legal representative of a deceased inventor cannot be found or 
reached after diligent effort, or has refused to make application. Applicant has failed to establish 
that the legal representative of the deceased inventor cannot be located or has refused to sign the 
declaration. It appears that petitioners have made no effort to locate a legal representative for the 
deceased inventor. 

The Office requires that the legal representative of the deceased inventor be provided with a complete 
copy of the application as filed. This includes the specification with claims, drawings, if any, and a 
declaration. See MPEP 409.03(d). 

The legal representative must have the complete application in his/her possession in order to make an 
informed decision as to whether he/she joins in its filing. The legal representative cannot make the 
necessary statements — "I have reviewed and understand.." etc.- without looking at the application 
papers. 

Once delivery of the complete application to the legal representative's last known address is established 
and no response has been received within a reasonable amount of time, applicant will have shown 
constructive refusal by the legal representative to join in the filing of the application. 

If petitioners allege that the legal representative of the deceased inventor cannot be reached, 
petitioners must engage in diligent efforts to locate him/her. Where inability to find or reach a 
nonsigning inventor is alleged, an affidavit or declaration of facts should be submitted that fully 
describes the exact facts which are relied upon to establish that a diligent effort was made to 
locate the nonsigning inventor. 

The affidavit or declaration of facts must be signed, where at all possible, by a person having 
firsthand knowledge of the facts recited therein. Statements based on hearsay will not normally be 
accepted 

As to item (2), an oath or declaration for the patent application in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .63 
and 1.64 still has not been presented. The declaration contains no information for the legal 
representative Petitioners must submit another declaration that lists identifying information 
for the inventors, including the deceased inventor, and the legal representative. This new 
declaration must be executed by the signing inventors. The identifying information must 
include: - Name, Residence, Citizenship, and Post Office. An oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .63 and 1 .64 signed by the Rule 1 .47 applicant on behalf of the deceased inventor's 
legal representative is REQUIRED. See MPEP 409.03(a). 

As to (4) above, the last known address of the legal representative must be given See MPEP 
409.03(c). 

Pursuant to petitioners' authorization, deposit account no. 50-2590 will be charged the $1 30.00 
petition fee owed. The Office has already charged the $130.00 surcharge and the $1,530.00 four 
month extension of time fee to the same deposit account. 

The application file does not indicate a change of address has been filed in this case, although the 
address given on the petition differs from the address of record. A change of address should be 
filed in this case in accordance with MPEP 601.03. A courtesy copy of this decision is being 
mailed to the address noted on the petition.

The undersigned states and declares as follows: 

1 . I am a registered patent attorney authorized to practice before the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office (Reg. No. 32,529). 

2. I am employed by Amersham Biosciences Corp as Vice President, Intellectual 
Property, North America. As part of my duties in that position, I am responsible 
for coordinating the United States filing of patent applications owned by 
Amersham Biosciences Corp, now known as GE Healthcare, and its sister 
corporations, which includes the captioned application owned by Amersham 
Biosciences Niagara, Inc. 

3. The captioned application was filed on April 2, 2004. The referenced patent 
application claims the benefit of patent application number 0307684.1 filed in 



Great Britain on April 2, 2003 and patent application number 0327651 .6 filed in 
Great Britain on November 28, 2003. 

4. On May 24, 2004, a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application 
filed Under 37 C.F.R. 1.53(b)" was mailed in connection with the captioned 
application for lack of a signed oath or declaration. A copy is attached hereto as 
Exhibit 1. 

5. Each of the nine (9) inventors, namely Nick Arini, Alia Zaltsman, Ian Goodyer, 
Yuriy Alexandrov, Jurek Cybuch, Bohdan Soltys, Louis Dagenais, Liz 
Roquemore and Sam Murphy was employed by Amersham Biosciences Niagara, 
Inc. at the time the invention of the referenced application was made. A request 
was made of the Human Resources Department of Amersham Biosciences 
Niagara, Inc. to confirm the mailing address for each of the nine (9) inventors. A 
satisfactory reply had been received with regard to all but inventor Cybuch.

A copy 
of Bailiff Marlow's Affidavit of Attempted Service is attached hereto as Exhibit 
6. The affidavit states that Bailiff Marlow was advised by the current owner of the 
property listed as inventor Cybuch's last known address that subsequent to 
inventor Cybuch's passing away, the owner, Ms. Kateryna Turczyn, sold the 
house and moved back to Europe. The purchase was final on July 31, 2004. 

9. The remaining eight (8) inventors listed on the application, namely Nick Arini, 
Alia Zaltsman, Ian Goodyer, Yuriy Alexandrov, Bohdan Soltys, Louis Dagenais, 
Liz Roquemore and Sam Murphy, have duly signed and dated the combined 
Declaration and Power of Attorney as required. A copy of the signed documents 
is attached hereto as Exhibit 7. 
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10. The due date for filing the Declaration in connection with the captioned 
application, with a four months extension of time, is November 24, 2004. It is
